MWS Project Fee Computation Worksheets

How-To Guide

This guide will identify how to use the MWS Project Fee Computation Worksheets spreadsheet.
Contained within is a copy of the various fee worksheets for use within MWS and detailed
callouts indicating where action is needed on the part of the applicant. Following these

directions will result in a fee worksheet that is complete and ready to be submitted to MWS
staff.



Frequently Asked Questions:

Q:

In regard to the Infill or SWGR fee worksheets, what constitutes grading having already taken
place on the site?

Grading having already taken place on the site is in reference to a site that has received a Notice
of Violation (NOV) from an NPDES inspector for grading without a permit. Sites operating under
an approved grading permit or within the exemption guidelines of Volume One of the
Stormwater Management Manual should not indicate that grading has taken place on the site.

In regard to a grading permit exemption plan, what fees are due?
Only the plan review fee is due for an exemption plan.
What does a plan modification entail?

A plan modification can entail a revision to an approved set of plans for either a stormwater
grading permit, public water plan, or public sewer plan or what is commonly referred to as a
“Re-Stamp” or “Updated Stamp” for a public water or public sewer plan. A Re-Stamp is the
approval of a previously approved plan where the initial approval has expired. An Updated
Stamp is the approval of a currently approved set of plans prior the initial approval expiration to
push back the approval expiration date. Plan modifications are issued at the discretion of MWS
staff.

What is an addendum?

An addendum is any item that is outside the typical requirements for a plan review. This would
include items such as blasting plans for projects near critical infrastructure, structural analysis of
infrastructure that will be located under structures (requires MWS approval), etc.

Should inspection fees for public water and sewer projects be paid when the plan review fees
are paid?

No. Inspection fees should be paid after plan approval. The inspection fee calculator in the
worksheet is useful for estimating costs as a budgeting tool and is provided as a courtesy.

If a previously submitted water and sewer project now needs to be phased or split into multiple
smaller projects how would the review and inspection fees be charged?

A full plan review fee will be charged for every project number created. If a subdivision with
both water and sewer public extensions was initially submitted as one project and then later
split into five phases a total of ten plan review fees would be needed (two for each phase). This
would be for the two initial project numbers and the subsequent eight project numbers. If the
inspection fees for the overall project were paid under the initial plan they will be credited to



the subsequent additions. Any revisions to the overall project scope in the phases will add
subsequent inspection fees.
